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INTRODUCTION 

The  Hayes  Memorial  Library  at  Fremont,  Ohio,  is  the  property  of  the 
State  of  Ohio  by  deed  of  gift  to  the  State  from  Colonel  Webb  C.  Hayes,  son 
of  President  Rutherford  B.  Hayes.  It  is  controlled  and  managed  for  the 
State  by  the  Ohio  State  Archaeological  and  Historical  Society  which  has  its 
headquarters  in  Columbus,  Ohio. 

The  Rutherford  B.  Hayes  and  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Foundation  is  an  in- 
dependent, privately  endowed  Association  formed  to  perpetuate  the  name 
and  fame  of  Rutherford  B.  Hayes  and  his  wife,  Lucy  Webb  Hayes.  The 
Foundation  is,  in  part,  furthering  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  formed  by 
assisting  the  Hayes  Memorial  Library  to  place  its  material  and  facilities  at 
the  service  of  competent  historical  scholars  and  research  workers.  It  plans 
to  aid  in  the  development  and  enlargement  of  the  original  and  secondary 
source  material  in  the  Hayes  Memorial  Library,  particularly  with  respect  to 
the  Reconstruction  Period  in  American  history,  and  hopes  that  ultimately 
the  Memorial  Library  will  become  one  of  the  important  centers  of  source 
material  covering  that  period. 

The  Life  of  Rutherford  Bir chard  Hayes,  by  Charles  Richard  Williams, 
was  published  in  two  volumes  by  Houghton  Mifflin  Company  in  1914. 
This  edition  was  followed  by  a  new  edition  published  by  the  Ohio  State 
Archaeological  and  Historical  Society.  The  Diary  and  Letters  of  Rutherford 
Bircliard  Hayes,  edited  by  Charles  Richard  Williams,  was  published  in  five 
volumes  by  the  Ohio  State  Archaeological  and  Historical  Society  between  1922 
and  1926.  That  Society  also  published  an  Illustrated  Catalogue  of  Spiegel 
Grove  State  Park,  The  Hayes  Memorial  Library  and  Museum,  and  the  Hayes 
Homestead  in  1926.  At  the  time  these  volumes  were  published  the  huge  mass 
of  Hayes  manuscripts  was  totally  unorganized.  It  was  not  only  unindexed  but 
was  in  greater  part  unfiled  and  unassembled.  Williams  spent  untold  hours 
of  the  most  painstaking  labor  in  finding  and  assembling  the  material  from 
which  his  works  above  mentioned  were  prepared  and  edited. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Hayes  Foundation  secured  the  services 
of  Miss  Ruth  M.  Boring  of  the  Remington  Rand,  Inc.,  to  arrange,  file,  and 
index  the  mass  of  Hayes  papers,  pamphlets  and  periodicals  in  the  Hayes 
Memorial  Library  to  make  them  easily  available  to  research  scholars.  A 
portion  of  the  admirable  work  done  by  Miss  Boring  is  shown  by  the  accom- 
panying Index  and  List  which  gives  some  idea  of  the  organized  material  now 
available  for  use.  The  mass  of  the  material  is  so  great  that  it  would  take 
years  to  prepare  a  complete  calendar  of  it.  The  Index  simply  mentions  the 
most  important  events,  subjects,  and  personages  with  which  the  material 
deals.  Fuller  information  on  any  topic  or  topics  including  a  previous  publica- 
tion Letters  and  Papers  may  be  secured  by  communicating  with  the  Hayes 
Memorial  Library  at  Fremont.

They  cover  a  wide  range  of  subjects,  indicating  the  scope  of 
Rutherford  B.  Hayes'  interests  and  activities.  They  include  many 
pamphlets  which  are  exceedingly  rare.  Some  may  even  be  the  only 
surviving  copies.

The  Hayes  Memorial  Library  at  Fremont,  Ohio,  is  the  property  of  the 
State  of  Ohio  by  deed  of  gift  to  the  State  from  Colonel  Webb  C.  Hayes,  son 
of  President  Rutherford  B.  Hayes.  It  is  controlled  and  managed  for  the 
State  by  The  Ohio  State  Archaeological  &  Historical  Society  which  has  its 
headquarters  in  Columbus,  Ohio. 

The  Rutherford  B.  Hayes  and  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Foundation  is  an  in- 
dependent, privately  endowed  Association  formed  to  perpetuate  the  name 
and  fame  of  Rutherford  B.  Hayes  and  his  wife,  Lucy  Webb  Hayes.  The 
Foundation  is,  in  part,  furthering  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  formed  by 
assisting  The  Hayes  Memorial  Library  to  place  its  material  and  facilities  at 
the  service  of  competent  historical  scholars  and  research  workers.  It  plans 
to  aid  in  the  development  and  enlargement  of  the  original  and  secondary 
source  material  in  the  Hayes  Memorial  Library,  particularly  with  respect  to 
the  Reconstruction  Period  in  American  history,  and  hopes  that  ultimately 
the  Memorial  Library  will  become  one  of  the  important  centers  of  source 
material  covering  that  period. 

The  Life  of  Rutherford  Bir chard  Hayes,  by  Charles  Richard  Williams, 
was  published  in  two  volumes  by  Houghton  Mifflin  Company  in  1914. 
This  edition  was  followed  by  a  new  edition  published  by  The  Ohio  State 
Archaeological  &  Historical  Society.  The  Diary  and  Letters  of  Rutherford 
Bir  chard  Hayes,  edited  by  Charles  Richard  Williams,  was  published  in  five 
volumes  by  The  Ohio  State  Archaeological  &  Historical  Society  between  1922 
and  1926.  That  Society  also  published  an  Illustrated  Catalogue  of  Spiegel 
Grove  Stale  Park,  The  Hayes  Memorial  Library  and  Museum,  and  the  Hayes 
Homestead  in  1926.  At  the  time  these  volumes  were  published  the  huge  mass 
of  Hayes  manuscripts  was  totally  unorganized.  It  was  not  only  unindexed  but 
was  in  greater  part  unfiled  and  unassembled.  Mr.  Williams  spent  untold 
hours  of  the  most  painstaking  labor  in  finding  and  assembling  the  material 
from  which  his  works  above  mentioned  were  prepared  and  edited. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Hayes  Foundation  secured  the  services 
of  Miss  Ruth  M.  Boring  of  the  Remington  Rand,  Inc.,  to  arrange,  file,  and 
index  the  mass  of  Hayes  papers  in  the  Hayes  Memorial  Library  to  make 
them  easily  available  to  research  scholars.  A  portion  of  the  admirable  work 
done  by  Miss  Boring  is  shown  by  the  accompanying  Index  and  List  which 
gives  some  idea  of  the  organized  material  now  available  for  use.  The  mass 
of  the  material  is  so  great  that  it  would  take  years  to  prepare  a  complete 
calendar  of  it.  The  Index  simply  mentions  the  most  important  events,  sub- 
jects, and  personages  with  which  the  material  deals.  Fuller  information  on 
any  topic  or  topics  may  be  secured  by  communicating  with  The  Hayes 
Memorial  Library  at  Fremont.

THE  HAYES  MEMORIAL  CONTAINS  THE  FOLLOWING 

TYPES  OF  SOURCE  MATERIAL  OF  INTEREST  TO 

STUDENTS  OF  THE  HAYES  PERIOD: 


1.  Books: 

(a)  Americana  collected  by  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  including  the  Robert  Clarke 
collection  which  he  bought  from  this  collector  and  dealer. 

(b)  Literature,  embracing  some  presentation  copies  and  first  editions  of  American 
authors. 

(c)  Government  publications,  both  state  and  national. 

(d)  Works  on  the  Hayes  period.  This  collection  is  growing  rapidly,  as  it  is  the 
field  in  which  the  Library  is  to  specialize. 

2.  Pamphlets— between  9000  and  10,000. 

While  there  are  some  old  pamphlets  of  the  17th  and  18th  century  among  them, 
the  larger  portion  are  of  the  Hayes  period  or  just  preceding  it.  This  material  is 
not  classified. 

3.  Hayes  Letters  and  Papers: 

(a)  Correspondence  of  Lucy  Webb  Hayes. 

(b)  Hayes  Family  Correspondence.  This  is  entirely  personal  and  social  in  character. 

(c)  Invitations  and  Programs.  No  correspondence,  but  gives  some  interesting  light 
on  the  social  customs  of  the  period,  as  well  as  the  many  calls  on  the  president 
and  his  family. 

(d)  Hayes  File: 

(1)  Letters  to  Rutherford  B.  Hayes. 

(2)  Letters  by  Rutherford  B.  Hayes.  These  letters  are  filed  in  the  Hayes 
section  and  not  with  the  material  of  the  correspondents,  partly  because 
it  is  extremely  fragmentary,  and  partly  because  it  may  eventually  be 
made  a  file  by  itself.  The  fragmentary  character  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
carbon  copies  were  not  in  use,  and  relatively  few  letters  have  been  given 
up  by  their  recipients.  A  number  of  drafts  of  letters  are  included. 

4.  Hayes  Diary: 

This  covers  all  the  years  from  his  school  days  to  a  few  weeks  before  his  death  in 
January  of  1893.  It  forms  the  basis  of  the  Life  and  Diary  by  Mr.  Williams. 

5.  Newspaper  Clippings: 

Covering  the  Administration  years.    There  are  127  volumes,  covering  social  life  as 
well  as  the  various  political  issues  of  importance.   It  is  partially  indexed. 

6.  Letter  Books: 

There  are  fifteen  volumes  containing  drafts  of  letters  received  during  the  presi- 
dential period.  The  arrangement  is  chronological. 

There  are  three  letter-press  books  covering  a  part  of  the  governorship  period.   These 
are  impresses  of  the  letters  themselves. 
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The  contents  of  the  Hayes  letters  and  papers  have  been  carefully 
indexed  by  subject,  and  the  material  itself  filed  for  easy  reference 
by  research  students. 

In  order  to  give  some  conception  of  the  character  and  variety  of  the 
material,  the  following  lists  of  subjects  and  names  are  given.  The 
list  of  subjects  indicates  only  main  issues  selected  from  an  index  of 
22,000  cards.  The  lists  of  names  represent  about  one  percent  of 
those  in  the  file,  and  were  chosen  partly  because  of  the  prominence 
of  the  correspondents  and  partly  because  of  the  amount  and  interest 
of  the  material.

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Presidential  shrine  sparking  war

WASHINGTON  —  Hideous  things  hap- 
pened in  the  decades  after  the  Civil  War. 
Freed  slaves  who  tried  to  vote  were  beaten, 
jailed,  lynched.  Jim  Crow  laws  and  the  Ku 
Klux  Klan  stopped  thousands  from  register- 
ing. 

Now,  that  part  of  the  past  is  becoming  a 
current  event  as  Congress  is  being  asked  to 
give  federal  dollars  to  the  home,  grave,  li- 
brary and  museum  of  a  controversial  presi- 
dent. 

Rep.  Paul  Gillmor  is  circulating  a  propos- 
al to  let  federal  taxpayers  pay  some  of  the 
bills  at  the  Rutherford  B.  Hayes  Presidential 
Center  in  Fremont,  Ohio. 

Already,  it  has  drawn  vigorous  opposi- 
tion. 

"Who  determined  that  it  was  in  the  feder- 
al interest  to  have  a  library  for  Hayes?" 
asked  Rep.  William  Clay,  D-Mo.  "There  are 
many  presidents  for  whom  we  don't  have 


federal  libraries.  Hayes  is 
just  one  of  them-" 

Responds  Gillmor: 
"When  you  have  a  unique 
historical  treasure  do  you 
let  it  deteriorate  or  put  a 
little  money  into  it?" 

Gillmor,  R-Ohio,  faces 
the  task  of  seeking  a  new 
authorization  amid  sug- 
gestions that  Congress 
should  consider  shrinking 
the  National  Park  Service 
or  privatizing  presidential 
libraries. 

He  must  persuade  fellow  Republicans 
that  supporting  the  Hayes  Center  is  in  the 
national  interest,  while  fighting  objections 
from  Clay,  who  believes  a  deal  cut  in  1 877  to 
give  Hayes  the  presidency  "had  a  devastat- 
ing effect  on  black  Americans." 

"I'm  not  saying  this  guy  was  totally  bad. 
I'm  saying  what  he  did  was  incredibly  ob-

noxious  and  corrupt,"  Clay  said. 

Hayes,  a  Republican,  lost  the  popular 
vote  in  1876  but  won  the  presidency  anyway. 
The  Electoral  College  gave  him  a  one-vote 
edge  over  his  Democratic  opponent,  but 
Democrats  challenged  the  decision  on 
grounds  that  some  states  submitted  two  sets 
of  returns. 

In  the  end,  the  Republicans  struck  a  secret 
deal  with  Southern  Democrats,  who  agreed 
not  to  dispute  the  victory  in  exchange  for  a 
promise  to  end  Reconstruction  and  with- 
draw troops  from  the  South. 

Historians  have  debated  whether  more 
troops  would  have  stopped  the  Ku  Klux 
Klan  or  caused  a  larger  bloodbath,  said  Dan 
T.  Carter,  a  history  professor  at  Emory  Uni- 
versity in  Atlanta. 

"I  would  question  whether  he  had  any  po- 
litical options,"  he  said.  "He  did  not  have 
the  support  of  the  American  people  and  did 
not  have  support  even  in  his  own  political 
party."
